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REMINISCES of JAKE POSEY 


The year of 1879, I was a lad 16 
years of age, working for the Cin- 
cinnati Railroad Omnibus Co., 
driving four horses on a large 
omnibus. In those days there was 
no Union Station—each railroad 
had its own individual depot 
These was a heavy traffic of emi- 
grants going west. They came in 
on the Pennsylvania R. R. in the

They became loose very 
easily and the street was usually 
full of holes. The connection be- 
tween trains was very close and 
when the train from the east was 
late, it meant use the whip and let 
them run.

I contracted the black measles, 
went home to my parents, who 
were in Cincinnati.
